Charles 
BE. Schaff, president of the railroad, was appointed receiver, and 
Joseph M, Bryson, the road’s general counsel, was appointed attor- 


ney for the receiver. 


The ‘‘Katy”’ is the fourth large system with general offices 


in St. Louis to go into a receivership.

Missouri Pacific-[ron Mountain systems, with an aggregate capital 
of nearly $1,000,000,000, have passed into receivers’ hands in the 


order named.

To secure these, there ~vere deposited 
under an agreement with the Central 
Trust Co. of New York, as trustee, $24,- 
516,000 par value duly. authorized con- 
solidated 5 per cent 30-year gold bonds, 
series A, secured by mortgage, dated 
April 1, 1910, on all the company’s lines, 
leased or owned, to the Central Trust 
Co. and James Campbell, as trustee. 

The two-year notes, it was stated, ma- 
tured May 1 last, and the road was un- 
able to pay them, so made an agreement 
with the Central Trust Co., under which 
the notes were to be extended for a 
year, at 6 per cent interest, if the holders 
would deposit them for extension. The 
road made every effort to get the note- 
holders to agree to this plan, but only 
about 95 per cent of them, it is stated, 
did agree, and the holders of notes with 
a face value of $950,000 withheld their as- 
sent. The notes are now overdue, it was 
stated, and many have gone to protest, 
the road having failed, and refused to 
pay them.

Head of German-American Or- 
ganization Calls a Special 
Meeting. 


WANTS SUBJECT DROPPED 
Von Reppert Refuses Further 
Statement on Alleged Slur 
of President. 


Henry Kersting, president of the 
German-American Alliance of Mis- 
souri, today issued a call for a spe- 
cic! meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors to be. held tonight at St. Louis 
Turner Hall, 1608 Chouteau avenue, to 
consider the resignation of Albert 
von lioffmann, aeronaut and direc- 
<~ory publisher, and Von Hoffmann’'s 
allegations that Kurt von Reppert, an 
attorney, likened President Wilson to 
‘a jackass” and an “ape,” in a speech 
before the alliance last Friday night, 
und said that the President must 
richer be “ignorant or a crook.” 

The charges anda  counter-charges 
growing out of Vor. Repprit’s speech 
have been the one topic of discuss.on 
amcny members of (he alliance in the 
‘si 4. bours. 

August H. Hoff naan, wresidert of ine 
Northwestern Bank, who has been 
treasurer of the alliance ‘or ‘4 years, 
today told a Post-Dispatch reporter triat 
his first impulse had been to fuil.w Von 
Hoffmann’s example and resign irom 
the alliance, but that he has now de- 
cided to give the matter further consid- 
eration. His present term as treasur- 
er will expire next December, and he 
says he will not be a candidate for re- 
election, but he hesitates to withdraw 
as a member of the alliance, bccause 
of his long connection with it and the 
friendships he has made within its 
ranks. He said he agreed with Von 
Hoffmann ‘tat intemperate criticism of 
the President of the United otctes 
should not be iolerated by the ailli- 
ance. 

As a result of the controversy over 
Von Reppert’s speech, Paul O. Sommer, 
financial secretary of the alliance, has 
mailed his resignation to the board of 
cirectors. This also will be considered 
at tonight's meeting. 

Von Reppert, when seen by a reporter 
today, said he would prefer that the 
entire controversy be dropped. 

“T don’t want to talk as I might be 
misunderstood,”’ he said. ‘I am an Amer- 
ican citizen and a member of the St. 
Louis bar. 1 don’t Know what action 
the directors will take tonight. If Von 
lioffmann will make an affidavit in 
(Jerman telling what he thinks my lan- 
cuage was at Friday night’s meeting, I 
mey have a statement to make. The 
affidavit -hould be in German, because 
ty speech was in that language. 

Von Hoffmann said he had heard of 
Von Reppert’s proposition as to the 
affidavit. 

Willing to Make Affidavit. 

‘There is no occasion for me to make 
an affidavit until Von Reppert questions 
the truth of my assertions as to the 
language he used,’’ said Von Hoffman. 
“If he will come out squarely and ques: 
tion my veracity, I am willing to make 
an aiudavit in German any other 

language.” 

Von Hoffman said that while some 
radical members of the alliance were 
disposed to criticise him, many leading 
citizens of German parentage or de- 
seent had warmly congratulated him on 
the stand which he took in resenting 
slurring remarks about President Wil- 
son. They pledged their support to 
lim and told him they believed the di- 
‘ etors of the alliance would not ac- 
cept his resignation, but that on the 
contrary there was a chance that Von

Hidden Tells Convention of 
Commercial Organization Sec- 
retaries That City Is Ready.

Edward Hidden, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, in an address of 
welcome to the commercial organization 
secretaries at the Planters Hotel this 
morning, accepted Cleveland's challenge 
for a special census. Press dispatches 
from Washington Saturday stated that 
« delegation of Cleveland business men 
will today make a demaud upon the 
Census Burez.u for a special census, in 
the belief that Cleveland now has a 
greater population than St. Louis or 
Boston and is entitled to take rank as 
the fourth city. 

President Hidden requested Congress- 
man Igoe to telegraph to the Census 
Pureau at “Vashinglon that if a speciai 
census should be granted to Cleveland, 
St. Louis also would demand a special! 
census on the same conditions. The 
Census Bureau furnishes supervisors fo: 
special enumerations, but the city apply- 
ing for it furnishes the enumeratcrs an‘ 
pays their salaries and other expenses.

B. H. Gitchell, secretary Detroit Board 
of Commerce, said: ‘‘Prosperity has been 
fully restored in Detroit. Our automo- 
bile factories contribute a considerable 
portion of Detroit’s prosperity, but by 
no means all of it. Our industries manu- 
facturing overalls, pharmaceutical prep- 
arations, stoves, paints and varnishes, 
soda ash and other goods, are ull operat- 
ing on full time. All of our skilled labor 
is employed at good wages and we are 
seeking skilled men from other cities, 
Our unskilled labor is also fully em- 
ployed. In fact, we do not expect to 
have any problem of unemployed to deal} 
with this winter.’’ 

Omaha Never So Prosperous. 

E. V. Parrish, manager of the bureau 
6? publicity of the Omaha Commercial 
‘lub, said that Omaha has never bee: 
£0 prosperous in all her history. ‘There 
are $6,000,000 worth of buildings under 
construction in Omaha now, and we 
>pent $4,000,000 in building construction 
inst year,’’ he said. ‘‘We have sent out 
a call for 300 bricklayers to help finish 
the buildings in process of erection. Our 
tank clearings show an .ncrease of 53 
per cent over last year. Nebraska will 
produce this year a  200,000,000-bushel 
corn crop, 7,000,000 head of livestock wil] 
pass through our markets, and we had 
wa fine wheat crop. There is no cry of 
hara times heard in Omaha. Our farm- 
ers have never been in better condi- 
tion.”’ 

“All of our steel mills are working at 
full capacity,’’ said Logan McKee, sec- 
retary of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Pittsburg. ‘“‘The coke business is in full 
blast.. All of our labor is employed. All 
of. which means that Pittsburg is pros- 
perous. Steel mills are rushed with or- 
ders for war supplies, and the prosper- 
ity has spread out. until all classes of 
people have been reached and benefit- 
ed.” 

George H. Mosser, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Altoona, Pa., 
said: ‘‘Altoona is the industrial center 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad system, 
where 16,000 skilled workmen are em- 
ployed. I should say that 85 per cent of 
our labor is now employed, and that 
there will be full employment before the 
winter months. There has been great 
improvement in our industrial condi- 
tions since the railroads were granted an 
increase in rates by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. There have been 
heavy shipments of war munitions, and 
that has given us some more prosperity. 
Altoona was one of the last towns in the 
East to feel the effects of the railroad 
retrenchment, and will be one of the 
first to recover from it.’’ 

W. B. Woodward, secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Rochester, 
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N. Y¥., said: ‘Rochester is an important 
manufacturing center, but has not re- 
ceived any orders for the manufacture 
of war supplies. Our products are for 
domestic consumption. Conditions are 
not normal, but there hag been an im- 
provement, and there fs not much lack 
of employment. We manufacture about 
$20,000,000 worth of clothing, $15,000,000 
ot shoes and tre same amount ef photo- 
graphic supplies every year. We have. 
in all about 16,000 industries, owned prin- 
cipally by Rochester men. I find that 
we are heading toward more prosperous 
times.

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 27.—The War Office announced 
today that the new offensive movement in the neighborhood of 
Lillie, Northern France, had been brought to a standstill by fierce 
German counter attacks. The British attack in other sections 
also is said to have broken down with very heavy losses to the at- 
tacking forces. The War. Office concedes, however, that the 
French offensive has made further progress between Rheims and 
the Argonne.

IN 512,000 SULTS by a British squadron on German batteries along the Belgian coast, 
jespecially at Zeebrugge, simultaneously with the launching of the 


allied new offensive movement on land, according to the German 
official statement of Sept. 26. After these losses the British chips 
withdrew. 

The otficial statement enumerates the capture of more than 
5000 French and British prisoners and a number of machine guns 
iu the land fighting at various points along the front. 

Two British officers, 100 men and six machine guns were taken 
‘on the Ypres front; 1200 men, including a British brigade com- 
mander and several officers and ten machine guns, were captured 
near Souchez, and north of Mourmelon le Grand more than 3750

The Germans were driven out of their 
trenches over a front of 15 miles, vary- 
ing in depth from two-thirds of a mile 
to two and one-half miles. The im- 
portance of this gain lies in the fact 
that every yard of ground taken in this 
region weakens the German position 
around Verdun, from which the Ger- 
mans might be compelled to retire 
should the French succeed in making 
any further advance. 


The French also have captured Sou- 
chez and trenches east of the “laby- 
‘rinth”’ in the’ Arras district, which was 
the scene of much heavy fighting earlier 
in the year. There the Germans had 
built what they considered almost im- 
pregnable fortifications. 

British Win on Five-Mile Front. 

This attack was made in co-operation 
with the British, who attacked on either 
side of the La Bassee Canal.

PROTESTS AGAINSI 
U.S. ARMS EAPORTS

FROM BULGARIA 


Sofia Report to Berlin Says En- 
tente Diplomats Are Pre- 
paring to Depart.

LONDON, Sept. 27.—The situation ir 
the Balkans is still surrounded with 
considerable mystery. Bulgaria, which 
had been definitely placed on the side 
of the Central Powers, as the result of 
recent news from Sofia, officially in- 
formed the Entente Powers yesterday 
that her mobilization had been ordered 
in the national interest and that it had 
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which he abandoned considerable mate- 
rial, which has not yet deen inventoried. 
Already the capture of 24 field guns is 
recorded.

The 
result of this fighting is that, except just 
north of Loos, we hold all the ground 
gained yesterday, including the whole of 
Loos itself. 
“This evening we retook the quarries 
northwest of Hulluch, which we rewon 
and lost yesterday. 
“We have in this fighting drawn in 
the enemy's reserves, enabling the 
French on our right to make further 
progress. The number of prisoners col- 
lected after yesterday’s fighting amount- 
ed to 2600. Nine guns have been taken 
and a considerable number of machine 
guns. 
“Our aeroplanes bombarded and de- 
railed a train near Loffres, east of 
Doual, and another which was full of 
troops at Rohult, near St. Amand. The 
Valenciennes station also was bombard- 
ed.”’ 
The report from Gen. French, contain- 


ing the first word of allied successes, 
given out earlier yesterday, said: 


“Saturday morning we attacked the 
enemy south of La Bassee Canal to the 
east of Grenay and Vermelles. We cap- 
tured his trenches on a front of over 
five miles, penetrating his lines in some 
places for a distance of 4000 yards. 
“We captured the western outskirts 
of Hulluch, the village ot Loos and the 
mining works around it, and Hill 70. 
“Other attacks were made to the north 
of La Bassee Canal, which drew a 
strong reserve of the enemy toward the 
point of the line, where hard fighting 
occurred throughout the day, with 
varying success. At nightfall our troops 
north of the canal occupied their posi- 
tions of the morning. 

“We made another attack near Hooge 
on either side of the Menin road. 

“An attack north of the road succeed- 
ed in occupying Bellewaarde farm and 
ridge, but this subsequently was re- 
taken by the enemy. 

“In the attacks to the south of. the 
road we gained 600 yards of the enemy’s 
trench and we concentrated the ground 
won.”

Washington Officials Regard Austrian

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The repiy of 
Austria-Hungary to the American note 
on shipment of munitions has not 
reached here.

“DOSE OF ITS OWN 
MEDICINE” AWAITS 
CFFIGIENGY BOARD 


Commissioners. 


A special committee appointed by the 
Foard of Aldermen, with Nathan H, 
Hall as chairman, will give the Effic- 
jency Board the ‘‘once over’’ before the 
end of the current week, Hall told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

“We're going to give that board a 
dose of its own medicine,”’ said Hall. 
“The city has a right to know whether 
its efficiency experts themvelves are ef- 
ficient and we’re going to find out.”’ 
One of the features ofsthe aldermanic 
third degree will be an application of 
the ‘“‘personality test’ which the Ef- 
ciency Board uses in examining appli- 
cants for city positions. 

This test consists in having the appli- 
cant engage in a conversation with one 
or more members of the board. The 
subject of the talk has nothing to do 
with the position which the applicant 
is seeking. It may. be about the weath- 
er or baseball. When the conversation 
is ended and the applicant retires, his 
“personality record” is carefully put 
down’ on a blank provided for the pur- 
pose. This record shows whether he is 
neat or slovenly, frank or reserved, har- 
monious or contentious in disposition and 
includes other personal points. 

“We're going to have the snembers of 
the Efficiency Board come before us and 
we're going to size up their personality 
and make a record of it,’ said Hall.

JAMES KEIR HARDIE, ENGLISH 
LABOR LEADER, DIES IN GLASGOW 


LONDON, Sept. 27.—James Keir Har- 
die died of pneumonia in a nursing 
home at Glasgow, yesterday morning. 
He was a labor member in  Parlia- 
ment, and the leader of the peace ele- 
ment in the British Socialist party. 

Hardie was born in Scotland, Aug. 15, 
1856. He worked underground as a pit 
boy and pit mah from the age of 7 un- 
tll 24. He early became known as a 
temperance *speaker, but later became 
prominent in labor and advanced Dem- 
ocratic and Socialistic circles. He be- 
came president of the Ayreshire Min- 
ers’ Union and in 1882 entered the jour- 
nalistic feld.

No maximum is set for either, and life 
imprisonment can be inflicted at the 
jury’s discretion.

The shooting occurred tn the dining 
room of the Leonard home shortly ie- 
fore noon. Cavanaugh, formerly * 
neighbor of the Leonards, had gone 
there to meet Michael Duffy, Mrs. 
Leonard’s brother, who came here from 
Ireland about a month ago. He had 
planned to take ~u:ty about the city. 
Duffy was at church and when wait- 
ing for him Cavanaugh amuséd little 
Robert Leonard by playing the accor- 
deon. Miss Bierbaum was the only 
other person in the room. . 

Cavanaugh laughlingly said 
boy: “I’m going to «til your Uncle 
Duffy. He has come here trying to 
steal my gir!l.”’ 

Miss Bierbaum laughed, but the boy 
took it seriously. He went into the 
next room and returned with the cat 
rifle, saying: “If you want to kill Uncle 
Duffy you can use my gun.” Ashe 
pointed the rifle at Cavanaugh it was 
discharged. The*bullet pierced Cava- 
naugh’s temple. 

The weapon had been used as a toy 
by Robert’s older brother. Mrs. Leot- 
ard today said it had never been load- 
ed until Saturday,

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FLEEING THE TURKS, 
CAST BABIES AWAY 


Refugees Tell Details of Mas- 
sacre and Abduction by the 
Sultan’s Forces. 


By A. 8S. SAFRIASTIUSS. 
Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

LONDON, Sept. 5.—Several Armenian 
refugees from the districts of Bitlis and 
Musch lately have managed to escape 
the Turkish lines and reach safety in 
the areas occupied by the Russo-Armen- 
ian forces on the Transcaucasian front. 
Some of these refugees reached Tiflis 
early in August and have given an ac- 


count of the conditions of the Armen- 
ians in those districts where the Turks 
are still fighting. These statements have 
been communicated by the Armenian 
National Bureau at Tiflis. 

The Turkish authorities, the refugees 
said, began the persecutions at Bitlis in 


armament of the Armenians, Leading 
men were conducted to the police sta- 
tion and arms were demanded of them. 
The Armenians protested in vain against 
such arbitrary demands. The authori- 
ties, without any r to age or con- 
dition, undertook to torture and even to 
brand some of the Armenians to fright- 
en the rest. Then, under the pretext of 
searching for arms, the Turks robbed 
many houses and dragged out young 
women and girls. Stores of food were 
requisitioned. These outrages were car- 
ried out also in the neighboring villages. 
Girls and Boys Abducted. 

Kurds joined the Turkish authorities 
in the persecution of the Armenians. 
Wholesale abduction of young women 
and boys between 10 and 15 years of age 
were carried out with the object of con- 
verting them to Islam. Some of the vic- 
tims who showed resistance were insult- 
ed and others wounded. Few Armenians 
managed to escape. 

The refugees swear that on one occa- 
sion Turks tied together some 50 old 
men and threw them into the lake of 
Van, Many old men above 70 and some 
deficient people, such as the lame, the 
blind or the paralytic, were stripped 
of the rags which they wore as clothing. 

An Armenian of Kosgtian, a large vil- 
lage in the district of Ahklat (on the 
northwest shore of Lake Van), said that 
his village, which had numbered 1000 in- 
habitants, was wiped out. -Only 38 es- 
caped. Many others, it is thought, were 
taken captives by Kurds. He did not 
know the whereabouts of his wife. Mas- 
Sacres have taken place in the districts 
of Bitlis, Musch and Kinis .(Erzerum). 
After a desperate attempt at self-de- 
fense in Vartemis, to the east of Musch, 
the refugees declared the Armenians 
were overwhelmed by a large Turkish 
force and about 2000 men and women, 
who had taken refuge in the church 
of the village, were burned to death. 
Some of the victims who succeeded in 
running out of the fire were fired upon 
by the Turkish soldiers and killed. * 

15,000 Armenians at Bay. : 

About 15,000 Armenians of the Sasun 
Mountains, led by Goriun and other na- 
tive leaders, according to th® refugees, 
have been fighting for their lives since 
last June. Toward the end of June a 
report was prevalent that four battal- 
ions of Turkish infantry; followed by 
mountain artillery, were on their way 
from Diardeki ‘‘to quell the Armenian re- 
bellion in Sasun.”’ m 

Toward the end of July the military 
situation on the transcaucasian fronr 
took an unfortunate turn for the Russo- 
Armenian forces. Apparently encouraged 
vy the Russian reverses in Poland, the 
Turks sent large reinforcements, some 
46,000 regular troops, to the Armenian 
front to commence a strong offensive. 
The Russians ordered a general with- 
drawal all along the front, even com- 
pellipg the Armenian volunteers to 
evacuate the city of Van, which the 
latter had captured from tho Turks in 
May and were still holding. 

In consequence of this move about 
260,000 Armenians who were saved in the 
Province of Van owing to their resist- 
ance to the Turks, were ordered to leave 
their homes and crdéps and march about 
100 miles acrogs the Russian frontier. 

Hard pressed by attacking Turks, wh> 
wished to cut off the line of retreat, the 
Armenian volunteers fought several 
Sanguinary rear-guard battles to hold 
tack the Turks and secure the safety of 
these 250,000 refugees. 

An eye-witness says that during. this 
flight people died by the roadsides ‘ of 
‘hunger, thirst and exhaustion. Mothers 
threw away their children to lighten: 
their burden. 


American Committee Obtains Confir- 
5 mation of Atrocities. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—A statement 
confirming the massacre of Armenians 
in Turkey was given out here today by 
Prof. Samuel T. Dutton, secretary of 
the Committee on Armenian Atrocities, 
which was formed for the purpose of 
investigating the facts regarding the 
massacre and its relation to American 
interests and also to ascertain whether 
anything can be done to relieve the sit- 
uation. 

The statement says: . 

“Evidence seems to prove that prob- 
ably 600,000 Armenians already have 
been murdered or forced to the desert, 
where only death awaits them unless 


now at the height of its grewsome fury. 

“In view of the great influence which 
Germeny and Austria exerciss over 
their ally, the American peuple vannot 
fail to hold them morally responsible 


if these atrocities are permitted to con- 
tinue.”’

WASHINGT Sept. 27.—The forty- 


ninth annual reunion of the Grand 
Army of the Republic began here to- 
day with thousands of veterans of the 
Civil War participating. 

The celebration, which will continue 
for a weel: will be featured by a pro- 
cession of the survivors of the conquer- 
ing army from the capitol to the White 
House in commemoration of the grand 
review which marked the close of the 
Civil War. 

Extraordinary preparations have been 
made for the event, which promised to 
rival] presidential inaugurations in in- 
terest and display. Plans have been 
perfected for entertaining 100,000 visitors. 

The national capital itself is in gala 
attire. All public buildings including 
the White House and the capitol and 
bus'ness houses along Pennsylvania av- 
enue, where the grand review is to 
take place, are draped in the national 
colors.

Headquarters Opened. 
Veterans and visitors alike contin- 


ued to arrive today, each incoming train 
bearing its full quota. Most of them 
were from the East, states easier of 
access to Washington. Commander in 
Chief Palmer was among the arrivals. 
The day’s ceremonies began with the 
formal *opening by Commander Palmer 
of Camp Emery, official quarters of the 
veterans, in the old census build- 
ing, near the Capitol, and the welcom- 
ins by the Commander and his staff of 
Lieutenant-General Nelson A. Miles, re- 
tired, who is to be the Grand Marshal 
of the parade next Wednesday. 
This was the only formal ceremony 
held, the day being devoted largely to 
the informal reception of incoming dele- 
gations.

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PRESS AGENTS OF WAR. 

Ambassador von Bernstorff doubts whether the 
world has seen a press campaign to be compared 
in extent, influence and efficiency to that of the 
enemies of his country in the United States. 

If the allies have been doing such remarkable 
publicity work, why hasn’t the American press 
learned more about it? Herr von Bernstorff does 
injustice to the extent and effectiveness of the 
press campaign conducted by himself and his com- 
patriots. 

American newspapers have been supplied with 
some literature on horrors in Belgium. An oc- 
casional pamphlet has come along from Paris 
giving somber descriptions of the crimes of Ger- 
man soldiers in Northern France.
